(kj “Tribunal” means the Andhra Pradesh Ad¬ 
ministrative Tribunal established under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 4 of the Act ; 

( 1 ) the words and expression used not defin¬ 
ed in these rules out defined in the Act 
shall have the same meanings respectively 
assigned to them in the Act- 

3. Language of the Tribunal.—The language of the 
Tribunal shall be English ; 

Provided that the parties to a proceeding before the 
Tribunal may tile documents drawn up in Telega, if 
they so desire. 

Provided further that (a) a Bench may in its dh- 
cretion permit the use of Telega in the proceedings. 
However, the final order shall be in English ; 

(b) The Bench, hearing the matter, may in its dis¬ 
cretion. direct English translation of pleadings and 
documents to be tiled. 

4. Procedure for filing applications 

(1) An aplic.ttieii to the Tribunal shall be pre¬ 
sented in Form 1 by the applicant in per- 
sou or by an agent or by a duly authorised 
legal practitioner to the Registrar or any 
other officer authorised in writing by the Re¬ 
gistrar to lcceivc the same or be sent by 
regis'ered post with acknowledgement due 
address’d to the Registrar of the Bench 
concerned. 

(2) The application under sub-rule (Ij -hall 
be presented in triplicate in a paper-book 
form along with one unused file size en¬ 
velope bearing full address of the respon¬ 
dent. 

(3) Where the number of respondents is more 
than one, as many extra copies of the appli¬ 
cation in pa: > r-bcoK form as there are res¬ 
pondents l igeTor with unused'file size en¬ 
velope ben any the full address of each re¬ 
present shell be furnished by the applicant: 

Provided that where the number of res¬ 
pondents is more than five, the Registrar 
may penult the applicant to file the extra 
copies of the application at the time of 
issue of notice to the respondents. 

(4) The applicant mav attach to and mesent 

with his application a receipt slip in Form 
II which Mull be signed by the Registrar 
or the Officer receiving the application m 
behalf of the Registrar in acknowledgement 
of the rece'pt cf the application. 


5. Presentation and scrutiny of applications : — 

(1) The Registrar or the officer authorised by 

him under rule 4, shall endorse on eveiy 
application the date on which it is present¬ 
ed or deemed to have been presented under 
that rule and shall sign the en.Easement. 

( 2 ) If, on scrutiny, the application is found to 

be iu order, it shall be duly registered and 
given a serial number. 

( 3 ) If the application, on scrutiny, is found to 
be defective and the defect noticed is for¬ 
mal in nature, tiic Registrar may allow the 
party to rectify the same in his preenee, 
and if the .-.aid defect is not formal in na¬ 
ture, the Registrar may allow the applicant 
such time to rectify the defect u> he may 
deem fit. 

(4) If the applicant fails to rectify the defect 

within the time allowed under sub-rule (3), 
the Registrar may, by order and for rea¬ 
sons to be recorded in writing, decline to 
register the application and inform the 
applicant accordingly. 

(5) An appeal against the order passed under 
sub-rule (4) may be referred bv the per¬ 
son aggrieved within fifteen days from the 
date of such order to the Chairman in the 
case of Principal Bench and to the \ ice- 
Chairman concerned, in the case of any 
other Bench and such appeal may be dealt 
with and disposed of in Chamber bv the 
Chairman or the Vice-Chairman concerned 
or in their absence any Member authorised 
by the Chairman by special or general or¬ 
der, whose decision thereon shall be final. 

6 . Place of filing applications.—The application 
shall ordinarily be filed by the applicant with the

(iii) the respondent or any of the respondents 
against whom relief is sough 1 , crdinorily 
resides : 

Pi •ovided that the application may be filed with the 
Registrar of the Principal Bench aud, subject to sec¬ 
tion 25 of the Act. such application may be trans¬ 
mitted fo be heard and disposed of by the Bench 
which has jurisdiction over the maker. 
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7. Application fee.—Every application ♦lied with 
the Registrar shall be accompanied by a fee of rupees 
fifty to be remitted either in the form of crossed 
demand draft on a nationalised bank in favour of the 
Registrar of the concerned Bench and payable at the 
main Branch of that bank at the station where the 
seat of the said Bench is sHuatc, or remitted tbiough 
a crossed Indian Postal Ordei drawn in favour of the 
Regierar 0 f the concerned Bench and payable at the 
post ofiice of the stati m where the said Bench situate : 

Provided that where the Tribunal permits a single 
application to be filed, eithei by more than one per¬ 
son or by an Assiciaticn, the fee payable shall he 
rupees titty : 

Provided further that where the Tribunal is satis¬ 
fied that an applicant is unable to pay the prescribed 
fee on ground of indgenous, it may exempt such an 
applicant from the payment of fee. 

8. Contents of application. —(1) Ilve.y appluaion 
filed under rule 4 shall .et iorth concisely under dis¬ 
tinct heads the grounds for such application. Such 
grounds shall be numbered consecutively. Every ap¬ 
plication. including airy miscellam ous application shall 
be typed in double space on one side on thick paper 
of food quality. - 

(2) It shall not be nece sary to present a separate 
application to seek an interim older or direction if in 
original application the same is prayed for. 

(3) An applicant may, subsequent to the filing of 
an application under sec ion 19 of the Act. apply for 
an interim order or direction Such an application 
shall, as far as possible, be in Form III. 

9. Documents to accompany the application.—(i) 
Every application shall be accompanied by a paper- 
book containing:— 

(if an attested true copy of the order against 
which the application is filed; 

(ii) copies of the documents relied upon by the 

applicant and referred to in tlm applica¬ 
tion ; 

(iii) an index of the documents. 

(2) The documents referred to in sub-rule (1) may 
be attested by a legal practitioner or by a gazetted 
officer and each document shall be marked serially 
as Annexure Al, A2, A3 and so on. 

(3) Where an application is filed by an agent, 
document 1 ' authorising him to act as such agent shall 
also he appended Id the application : 

Provided that where an application is filed by a 
legal piactitioner, it shall be accompanied by duly ex¬ 
ecuted 'Vakalatnama'. 


10. Plural remedies.—An application shall he bas¬ 
ed upon a single cause of action and may seek one 
or more reliefs provided that they are consequential 
to one another. 


11. Service of notices and processes issued by the 
Tribunal :— 

(1) Any notice or process to be issued by the

(2) Where notice issued by the Tribunal is 

served by the party himself by 'hand 
delivery’ (Dasti), he shall file with the 
Registry of the Tribunal, the acknowledge¬ 
ment, together with an affidavit of service. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-rule (1) the Tribunal may taking into 
account the number of respondents and 
theii places of residence or work and other 
circumstances, diiect that notice ol the 
application shall be served upon the res¬ 
pondents in any other manner, including 
any manner of substituted service, as it 
appears to the Tribunal just and convenient. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything done under sub- 

rule (1), the Tribunal may in its discretion, 
having regard to the natuie and urgency of 
the case, direct the service of the notice 
on the Standing Counsels appointed as such 
by the State Government or any Depart¬ 
ment of the State Government. 

(5) Every notice issued by the Tribunal shall, 
unless otherwise ordered, be accompanied 
by a copy of the application along with a 
copy of the paper-book 

(6) Every applicant shall pay a Re t’oi the 
service or execution of processes, in respect 
of an application where the number of res¬ 
pondents exceeds five, as under :— 

(i) a sum of rupees five for each respon¬ 
dent in excess of five respondents; or 

(ii) where the service is in such a manner as 
the Tribunal may direct under sub-rule 
(3) such a sum, not exceeding the actual 
charges incurred in effecting the service, 
as may be determined by the Tribunal. 

(7) The fee for the service or execution of pro¬ 
cesses under sub-rule (3> shall be remitted 
in the manner prescribed m rule 7 within 
one week of the date of the order deter¬ 
mining the fee or within such extended 
time as the Registrar may permit. 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rules (1) to (4), if the Tribunal is satisfied 
that it is not leasonably practicable to serve 
notice pf application upon all h p respon¬ 
dents, it may. for reasons to be recorded in 
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writing, direct that the application shall be 
heard notwithstanding that some of the res¬ 
pondents have not been served with notice 
ol the application : 

Provided that no application shall be heard unless, 

(i) notiec of the application has been seised 
on the Central Government or the State 
Government, if such Government is a res¬ 
pondent ; 

(ii) notice of the application has been served 
on the authority which passed the order 
against which the application has been 
filed; and 

(iii) the Tribunal is satisfied that the intere ts 
of the respondents on whom notice of the 
application lias not been served are ade¬ 
quately and sufficiently represented by the 
respondents on whom notice of the appli¬ 
cation has been served. 

12. Filing of reply and other documents by the 
respondents :— 

(1) Each respondent intending to contest the 
application, shall file in triplicate the reply 
to the application and the documents relied 
upon in paper book form with the Registry 
within one month of the service of notice 
of the application on him. 

(2) In the reply filed under sub-rule (1), the 

respondent shall specifically admit, deny or

(5) The Tribunal may allow filing of the reply 
after the expiry of the prescribed peiiod. 

13 Date and place of hearing to be notified.— 
The Tribunal shall notify to the patties the date and 
the place of hearing of the application in such manner 
as the Chairman may by general or special order 
direct. 

14. Sittings of the Tribunal.—The Tribunal ‘bull 
ordinarily held its sittings at Hyderabad. 


Provided that Hie Benches of the Tribunal shall 
be in such places as the Mute Government may, by 
notification, specify : 

Provided that if at any time, the Chairman uf die 
Tribunal is satisfied that circumstances exist which 
render it necessary to have sittings of the said Bench 
at any place falling within its territorial jurisdiction, 
other than the place or places at which it ojdiiiarih 
cits, tire Chairman may direct that the Bench shall 
held id sittings at any such appropriate place for 
such period as may be specified. 

15. Full Bench.— X full Bench shall be a Bench 
of any number not less than three of the members 
and tire following matters may be heard and deter¬ 
mined by a Full Bench, namely :— 

(i) matters involving the interpretation of any 
of the provisions of the Andhra Pradesh 
Public Employment (Organisation of Local 
Cadres and Regulations of Direct Recruit¬ 
ment) Order, 1975 or any order made there¬ 
under ; 

(ii) ail matters arising out of the integration of 
any services of the State consequent on the 
provisions of tile States Reorganisation Act,

(iii) any other matter which is assigned to, or 
referred to, it. Provided that in such case 
or cases where the Chairman, having regard 
to the nature of the questions involved, is 
of the opinion that it requires to be decided 
by a Full Bench of more than 2 Member, 
he may be so by general or special orders, 
as he may deem fit, 

16. Calendar of cases :— 

(1) Each Bench shall draw up a calendar foi 
the hearing of transferred cases and, as far 
as possible, hear and decide the ca f Cj 
according to the calendar. 

(3) Every application shall be heard and 
decided, as far as possible, within six 
months from the date of its registration, 

(3) The Tribunal shall have the power to dec¬ 
line an adjournment and also to limit the 
time for oral arguments. 

17. Action on application for applicant’s default :— 

(1) Where on the date fixed for hearing of the 
application or on any other date to which 
such hearing may be adjourned, the appli¬ 
cant does not apear when the application 
is called for hearing, the Tribunal may, in 
its discretion, either dismiss the application 
for default or hear and decide it on merit, 

(2) Where an application has been dismissed 

for default and the applicant files an appli¬ 
cation within thirty days from the date of 
dismissal and satisfies the Tribunal that 
there was sufficient cause for his non-appear¬ 
ance when the application was called for 
hearing, the Tribunal shall make an order 
setting aside the order disnusfing-the appli¬ 
cation and restore tire same : 
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22. Order to be signed and dated :—

18, Ex-Parte hearing and disposal of application

fit, and shall appoint -a day fox proceeding 
with the application ; 

Provided that where (he ex.paite heating cf the 
application is of such nature that it cannot be set 
tride as against one respondent onlv it mn, he wt 
aside as againri all or any of the other respondent' 
also :

name ly *.—< 


1. Short tide and commencement,—(1) These rules 
may be called the Andhra Pradesh Administrative 
Tribunal (Salaric and Allowances and Conditions 
of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Mem¬ 
ber,) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on die date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires 

(a) “Act” means the Administrative Tribunals 
Act, 1985 (13 ol 1985) ; 


(b) “Government” means the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh ; 


(c) “Tribunal” means the Andhra Pradesh 
Administrative Tribunal; 


(d) the words and expressions Used in these 
rules aud not defined, but defined in the 
Act shall have the meanings, respectively 
assigned to them in the Act. 


3. Pay.—(l) The Chairman shall receive a pav of 
rupees eight thousand plus a special pay of rupees 
five hundred per mensem. A Vice-Chairman shall 
receive a pay of rupees eight thousand per mensem. 
A Membei shall receive a pay in the scale of 
R " 7300-100-7600 per mem cm : 

Provided dun in the case of an appointment as 
Chairman, a Vice -Chairman or a Member of a person 
who has retired as a judge of a High Court or who 
ha.3 rebred from service under the Central Govern¬ 
ment or a State Government and who is in receipt of 
or has receive.! or hat become entitled to itecive any 
retirement benefits by way of pension and lot gratuity, 
employer's contribution to the Con ributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund or other forms of retirement benefits, the 
aforementioned pay shall be reduced by the gross 
arnoun 1 of pension and pension equivalent of gratuity 
o r employer’s contribution to the Contributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund or any other form of retirement bench s, 
if any. drawn or to be drawn by him. 


4. Dearness allowance and ci’y compensatory 
allowance.—The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a 
Member shall receive dearness allownce and city 
compensatory allowance appropriate to their pav at 
Ac rates admfc'ible to Cioup 'A’ Officers of die 
Central Government drawitm a pay in ’he male of 
R', 7300-100-7660 or above 


5. Retirement 1 rom parent service cn ipnr.'ip- 
nmnt as Member.—(1) The Chairman, a Vice- 
Chairman, or a Member who. on the date 
d’e _da‘c of his appointment to ihe Tribunal, was in 
service under the Central Govt, or a State Govt., 
shall seek r<*tiremcjv from such service before his 
aonointmem to 'he Tribunal, Tn the case of a rittinn 
.fudge of a High Court who is appointed as Chairman 


or a Vice-Chairman, his service in the Tribunal shall 
be trea ed as actual service within the meaning of 
para 11(b) (i) oi Part D’ of the Second Schedule 
to the Constitution. 

(2) On such retirement ns is provided for in sub- 
rule (1), the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or u 
Member: 

(i) shall be eQti led to receive pension and gra¬ 
tuity in accordance with the rules relating 
to the retirement benefits applicable to 
him; 

(ii) shall not be allowed to cany forward earned 
leave but shall be entitled to receive cash 
equivalent to leave salary, if any. in accor¬ 
dance with ‘he rules applicable to him prior 
to his retirement. 

6. Leave.—(1) A person, on appointment to tire 
Tribunal as Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a Member 
shall be entitled to leave as follows :— 

(i) earned leave at the rate of fifteen days for 
every completed year of service or a par 1 , 
thereof ; 

(li) half pay leave on medical ccrtif cate or on 
private affairs at the rate of twenty days 
in respect of each completed year of service. 
The leave salary for half pay leave shall 
be equivalent lo half of the leave salary 
admissible during the earned leave; 

(iii) leave on halt pay can be commuted to full 
pay leave r>f the drerefion of the inuivid ir.T 
provided i* is laken on medical grounds and 
is supported by a medical certificate from 
the competent medical authoi i'y ; 

(iv) extraordinary leave without pay and allow¬ 
ance 1 up A a maximum period of one hun¬ 
dred eighty day 5 in ore term of office. 

(2) If the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or n Mem¬ 
ber is unable to enjoy full vacation on account of his 
occupation with the Tribunal, he shall be en died 
to add the un-enjoyed period of vacation to the leave 
account. 

Explanation.—For the pui pose of this sub-rule, 
‘ Vacation’ mean- v..eati >u at thirty days in e.icri 
calendar year offset ved by the Tribunal. 

(3) On the expiry of his term of office in the 
Tribunal, the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a Mem¬ 
ber shall be cnitled to receive cash equivalent of 
leave salary in respect of the earned leave standing 

Jiis creebt prov-did that 1m tmanfum of 
leave encashed under tin- sub-rule (2)0”) of rule 4 
shall not exceed 240 days. 

(4) The Chairman, a Vice-rbaitman and McmV* - 
shall be entitled to receive die dearness allowance on 
the leave salary under mb-rule (31 as admissible af 
the ratfeo f n force <>n the date of the relinquishment 
of the office in the Tribunal : 


Piovidcd that hj shall not be entitled for the O'tv 
compensatory allowance or any other ahowame on 
such leave salary. 
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., 7 , Leave sanctioning authori.y.—The Chairman 
Nliaii be the authority competent to sanction leave to 
me Member and the Vice-Chairman. The Governor 
' hall lie the authority competent to sanction leave 

to the Chairma^n 

8. Pension. —very person appointed to the 
Tribunal as the tfl^iii or a Member shall be 
tntided to pension, provided that no such pension 
shall be payable : 

(i) if he has put in less than two years of 
service with the Tribunal, or 

(ii) if he has been removed from an office in 
the Tribunal under sub-section (2) of Sec¬ 
tion 9 of the Act. 

(2) Pension under sub-rule fl) shall be calculated 
ai the rate of rupees 'even hundred per annum for 
each completed year of service or a pait thereof and 
Irrespective of the number of years of service in the 
Tribunal, the maximum amount of pension shall noi 
exceed nipecs three housand and five hundred per 
annum: 

Provided that the aggregate amount of pension 
payable under Tiis rule together with the amount of 
any. pension including commuted portion of pension 
<if any) drawn or entitled to be drawn while holding 
office in the Tribunal shall not exceed Tie maximum 
amount of pension prescribed for a judge of the High 
Court. 

. 9. Provident Fund.—The Chairman, a Vice- 
Chairman or a Member shall be entitled to subscribe 
to the Provident Fund at his option and in case ol 
his opting shall be governed by the provisions of the 
All India Services (Provident Fund) Rules : 

Provided that if the Chairman a Vice-Chairman 
or a Member was a Judge of a High Court or was a 
Member of an All India Service or was holding a 
post under 'he Central or a State Government imme¬ 
diately before his joining the Tribunal, he shall be 
governed by the rules which were applicable to him 
Immediately before joining the Tribunal. 

10. Travelling Allowances.—Tire Chairman, a 
Vice-Chairman or a Member while on lour or on 
transfer (including the journey under'aken to join 
the Tribunal or on the ex>.v o: his term with llic 
Tribunal to proceed to his home town) shall be 
entitled ‘o the Travelling Allowance, daily allowance, 
transportation of persona] effects and other similar 
matters at the same scales and at the same rates as 
are prescribed in the High Court Judges (Travelling 
Allowance) Rules, 1956. 

11. Leave Travel Concession.--The Chairman, a 
Vice-Chairman or a Member shall be entitled to the 
leave travel concession ol the same rates and the 
same scales an on the same conditions as are appli¬ 
cable to a, Group A officers of the Central Govern¬ 


ment drawing a pay in the scale of Rs. 7300-1(10- 

7600 or above. 

12. Accommodation.*—(1) Eveiy person appointed 
to the Tribunal as Chairman, Vice-Chairman or a 
Member shall be enti led to the use of official resi¬ 
dence of appropriate type, subject lo availability on 
the payment of licence fee at the rates prescribed 
by Government from time to time. 

(2) When the Chairman, Vice-Chairman or a 
Member is not provided with or dots not avail him¬ 
self of the official residence referred to in sub-rule 
(I), he may be paid every man an allowance of an 
amount equal tp fifteen per cent of his pay. 

(3) Where the Chairman, Vice-Chairman or a 
Member occupies an official residence beyond Tie 
permissible period he shall be liable to pay additional 
licence fee or penal rent, as the case may be, and 
liable lo eviction in accordance with the rules of the 
Government. 

13. Facility of conveyance.—The Chairman, a 
Vice-Chairman or a Member shall be enti led to the 
facility of staff car in accordance with the Staff Car 
Rules of the Government, 

14. Facilities for Medical Treatment.—The Chair¬ 
man, a Vice-Chairman and a Member shall be 
entiled to medical treatment and hospital facilitie, 
as are admissible to an officer of the corresponding 
status in the Government. 

15. Conditions of service of sitting judges of tin 
High Court appoined as Chairman or Vice-Chair¬ 
man.—Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules, where a sitting judge of a High Court is appoin¬ 
ted as the Chaumau or a Vice-Chairman of Tic 
Tribunal, the service conditions as contained in tin 
High Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Act. 1954 
and the rules made thereunder shall apply tc him, 
upto the date of his superannuation as a silting judge 
of the High Court. Thereafter, he shall be governed 
by these rules for the remaining period of his "enure 
as Chairman or Vice-Chairman, ns the case may be. 

16. Residuary Provision.—The conditions of ser¬ 
vice of the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a Member 
for which no express provision is available in these 
rules shall be determined by the rules and orders for 
the time being applicable to officers of corresponding 
pay levels belonging to the Indian Administrative 
Service. 

17. Itowers to relax rules.—The Central Govern¬ 
ment sflnl have Tie power to relax the provisions of 
any of these rules in respect of any class Or cate¬ 
gories of persons.
